lic; no foreign ruler haa ever dared 
to question its effectiveness. 
Then there came a greater than this 
James Monroe. - Yesterday Woodrow 
Wilson went before the senate and 
shattered precedent by failing to ask 
the house to be present in Joint ses­ 
sion. 
He was there to promulgate a 
greater Monroe doctrine; 
one 
that 
woulji be universal in its application; 
one that would protect the rights of 
the weak of all the world. 
Monroe 
was guided as much by solicitude for 
the welfare of the United States as by 
a regard 
for 
the 
independence Of 
weaker American 
nations. 
Wilson, 
too. may have had the same purpose 
in mind when he proposed a league of 
nations to enforce peace, for he had 
already said in a public address that 
in the next world war this land of the 
free must be something more than a 
mere spectator. 
His wonderful vis­ 
ion haa sighted th e' dangers of the 
future, and be has been the first to 
take the initiative In warding off im­ 
pending disaster. 
The new Monroe Doctrine would be 
a boon to weak anj strong alike. Re­ 
cent events have demonstrated that it 
Ja not the midget kingdoms so much 
as the world powers that should be 
protected from the horrors of war. 
Ttay kingdoms are content to remain 
at peace; world powers are prone to 
go to war. 
The former lose much, 
for they lose their all; the latter lose 
more, for they have more at stake. 
It is possible that President Wil- 
■on’s 
latest 
move 
is 
a carefully 
thought out part of his peace pro­ 
gram. 
So long as there can be no 
security against a recurrence of the 
catastrophe that leaped like a holo- 
cast from the spark dropped in Ser­ 
via, there can be no avidity upon the 
part of the belligerents to lay down 
their arms. L*rt there be some effec­ 
tive guarantee that once the peace 
dove Is placed back upon that pedes­ 
tal from which It was shot down by 
the well aimed bullet of Militarism, 
and there 
will

European chancellories a more sin­

plentiful In the future, especially in 
the fall, when the real fresh article 
become* so acaree that it gets Into 
the luxury da*a. Professor Lewis be­ 
hoves the real solution of the egg 
problem la to teach the poultry man 
how to manage their flocks so that 
the egg supply will not fall so low dur­ 
ing the fall and winter months. 
Realizing that lectures are soon for­ 
gotten and literature often thrown 
away or lost, Professor Lewis derided 
some time ago to gat opt n tuong the 
farmers and work with them. 
He la putting the heti through a 
post-graduate course in egg produc­ 
tion at VlneTand, N. J., which prom­ 
ises to revolutionize the poultry lo­ 
do* try and he the means of spellin g 
up egg production hll over the coun­ 
try. 
Although Increased production 
wllf mean lower prices, the poultry 
men are lending every aid, as they 
realize that their full egg baskets will 
more thun make up for the drop In 
price. 
Knowing that bens will always take 
a vacation In the Toll, when they rest 
Up, mojf, and get ready for another 
seasigjJ* laying.

Only a few birds were hatehed In 
March, and these did 
not 
m ature 
quickly enough to fill in the gap with 
eggs when thfc old hens started to 
•lack off. 
Experimentad With Pullets. 
Experiments were conducted for sev­ 
eral years at the state experim ent Sta­ 
tion farm at New Brunswick, which 
convinced Professor Lewis that chicka 
hatched about the middle of February 
would start laying toward the end of 
July, when production starts down­ 
ward on most farms. 
As the hens 
stopped, these early hatched pullets 
took their places and the gap was 
bridged. 
They laid all fall, going Into a slight 
molt In the winter, hut by that time 
the later hatched bird* were laying 
well, and Professor Lewis felt that the 
February hatched pullets were entitled 
to a short rest, as they had solved the 
problem of fall egg scarcity and had, 
laid well when eggs were bringing top 
prices. 
Another experiment which promises 
great resulta for the poultry Industry 
Is being conducted at the Vineland in­ 
ternational egg laying and breeding 
contest, where 100 pens of ten birds 
each are entered for three years’ test. 
Professor Lewis predicted when the 
contest started November 1 last that, 
before it ends enough data will be 
secured to enable all poultry men to 
breed with more certainty for higher 
egg production. 
To Pédlgreo the Birds. 
Professor Lewis is going to pedi­ 
gree the birds for two years and then 
is going to breed from them In an ef­ 
fort to show the owners just how to 
f mate their birds to insure Increased 
laroduction from generation to genera­ 
tion. 
The original entries are to l>e 
replaced the third 
year 
by 
their 
progeny. 
A model $7.000 plant for the contest 
furnishes palatial quarters for the 
birds, with everything arranged for 
their convenience and comfort. There 
is a free lunch counter where such 
delicacies as dry mash, oyster shell, 
grit, charcoal and w ater are always 
on tap, and graj^n Is fed three times 
a day In deep littt r on the floor, to 
keep the btrds busy and contented. 
The contest is tinder the supervl- 
|don of the state, and the legislature 
granted $0.00(1 for running expenses. 
There has alsoheen received $5,000 In 
entry fees, and a* additional money 
will accrue from the sale of the eggs 
for the next three years the affair Is 
well financed. 
All previous egg-laying contest rec­ 
ords were broken In 
the first 
six 
weeks. 
The total production for the 
six weeks ending December 12 was 
12,508. The W hite Leghorns from the 
farm of Percy Van Zandt of Rlawen- 
burg, N. J„ are leading the contest by 
20 eggs, laying 204. 
One bird, pttliet NO. 17, in the barred 
Plymouth Rock pen of 
G arret 
W. 
Buck of Colts Neck, N. J„ laid 40 eggs 
hi the first 42 days. 
The eyes of the poultry world are 
focused on the Vineland contest Pro­ 
fessor Lewis has l>ecn commended by 
alt the leading jwrnlfry authorities of 
the country for his Initiative rn widen­ 
ing the scope of egg-laying contests, 
and enhancing their scientific value by 
adding 
the 
breeding 
feature 
and 
lengthening the period from one year 
to three.
